THE SCHEDULE 

(Boundaries of Wards — see rule 3). 

Ward -Vo. 1. — It is bounded on the North by the Ganga River, from Guplar Ghat 
to the extreme boundary limit. From there it comes downwards to Clyde Road 
along the Eastern boundary line of Cantonment. Thereafter it runs along the Clyde 
Road up to the junction of Queens Road and then along Queens Road to its Junction 
with the Mahatma Gandhi Road. Therefrom it runs along the Mahatma Gandhi 
Road up to its junction with Albert Road and then it runs along the Hardinge Road 
up to the Railway Crossing on the junction with Napier Road. Therefrom the 
Napier Road forms boundary up to Murray Crossing on the Mahatma Gandhi Road 
and then along Murray & Co.. Regal Cinema and Noronbn's Exchange to Ihe Canton- 
ment boundary near the Ganges Canal. From there it takes turn towards North 
along the Canal Road to its junction with Clyde Road From there its boundary 
runs along Clyde Road up to the barricading of the Memorial Well Garden— from 
where it turns to the South and then to West, and then again to North along the 
fencing of the Memorial Well Garden right up to Guptar Ghat. 

Ward No. II . — It is bounded on the North by part of Clyde Road running from 
the extreme Eastern boundary of the Cantonment to its junction with Queens Road 
and then along the Queens Road with its junction with the Mahatma Gandhi Road. 
Therefrom it runs along the Mahatma Gandhi Road upto its junction with Albert 
Road and then it takes turn along the Hardinge Road uplo the Railway' Crossing 
on the junction with Napier Road. From there the boundary runs along Napier 
Road to Its junction with GT. Road Therefrom it runs along Cantonment boundary, 
from Pillar Nos. 22, 21, 20, 19, 18, 17, 10, 1 OF, 14D, I2B. 11A, 10, 9. 8, 7, 6, 5, 4, upto 
the Clyde Road. 

Ward No. III . — The North side boundary runs from boundary Pillar No. 62 near 
the Railway Crossing oil the Mahatma Gandhi Road, along the portion of Mahatma 
Gandhi Road to Napier Road. Then along the Napier Road upto the Railway 
Crossing at its junction with Hardinge Road The boundary then turns along the 
Hardinge Road upto the Hospital Road. From there it proceeds along the Hospital 
Road upto its Crossing with Irwin Road. From there it runs along Irwin Road upto 
boundary Pillar No. 55, from there it runs along Cantonment boundary Pillar Nos. 50. 
57. 58. 59, 60, 61 and 62. 

Ward No. IV . — On the North it is bounded by, from Cantonment Boundary Pillar 
No. 55 along Irwin Road upto its junction with Hospital Road. Therefrom it runs 
along the Hospital Road upto the Western boundary of the Cantonment General 
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Hospital (but excluding Cantonment General Hospital). From there it runs along 
the boundary line of bungalow Nos. 106, 107, 108 (excluding these bungalows). From 
South West corner of bungalow No 108 it runs to the East South corner of house 
No. 622, Faithfulganj, Then it runs along houses No. 622, 562, 561, upto Faulkner 
Road including these houses. From there it runs along the Faulkner Road towards 
North up to house No. 297 Faithfulganj, Then it turns Westwards along houses 
No. 297, 296, 295, 236, turning towards South along house No. 250, including these 
houses. Then the boundary lurns Westwards along the houses No. 250, 251, 252, 
253, 280, 195 and 106 up to Irwin Road. Then it runs towards South along the 
portion of Irwin Road up to its junction with Biscoe Road. From there it runs 
along Biscoe Road up to its crossing with Elliot Road, and from there it runs up to 
boundary Pillar No. 48. From there the boundary runs along with Cantonment 
boundary Pillar Nos. 48, 50, 51, 52, 53, 54, up tp 55. 

Ward No. V, — On the North the boundary runs from the Junction of Elliot and 
Biscoe Roads, along Biscoe Road up to its crossing with Irwin Road. From there 
it runs along the portion of Irwin Road up to its crossing with the lane coming from 
house No. 196 Faithfulganj. The boundary therefrom runs along houses No. 205, 
195, 280, 253, 251, 250; turning towards house No. 236 and then along houses No. 285, 
296 and 297 Faithfulganj up to Faulkner Road (excluding all these houses). The 
boundary then runs along Faulkner Road up to South West corner of house No. 561, 
Faithfulganj (excluding this house). The boundary then runs along houses No. 561, 
562 and 622 Faithfulganj (excluding these houses). From South East comer of 
house No. 622 the boundary runs to the South West corner of bungalow No. 108 
Cantonment, and then running along the Western boundary of bungalow Nos. 108, 
107, 106, 105, 101, 103, up to the Hospital Road including these bungalows. From 
there It runs along the Hospital Road up to Its crossing with Hardlnge Road. From 
this crossing the boundary runs along tho Hardlnge Road up to its crossing with 
Napier Road up to the Railway Crossing. Then it runs along the Napier Road up 
to its crossing with G.T. Road. Then it runs along the Cantonment boundary line 
up to the junction of Hardinge and G.T. Road. From there the boundary runs 
along the Hardinge Road up to its junction with Elliot Road. Then it turns along 
the Elliot Road up to its crossing with Biscoe Road. 

Ward No. VI.— On the North the boundary runs from Cantonment boundary 
Pillar No. 48 along Elliot Road up to its junction with Hardinge Road. Then it 
turns along Hardmge Road up to its junction with G.T. Road. From there the 
boundary runs along the Cantonment boundary line up to Sircar Road. It then runs 
along Sircar Road up to its Junction with Muir Road. From there the boundary 
runs along the Muir Road up to Board Pillar No. 45. From there it runs along 
Cantonment Boundary Pillar Nos. 46, 47 to 48, 

Ward No. VII .— On the North and West side the boundary runs from Pillar 
No. 43, on Muir Roa'd along boundary Pillar Nos. 42, 41, 40, 39, 38, 37, 36, 35B, 35A, 
35, 34, 33, 32, 31. 30, 29, 28, 27, Sfi, 25 up to 24. It then turns along with the Canton- 
ment boundary towards G.T. Road up to Sircar Road. From there, the boundary 
runs along Sircar Road up to its junction with Muir Road. From there it runs along 
Muir Road up to boundary Pillar No. 43.
